By a strict party rote of 20 to 6 the 
State Senate passed a bill defining the 
seven Appellate Court Districts. The 
arrangement of the district! makes all 
seven of them reliably Democratic and 
will make the Court of Appeals unani- 
mously so. 

It is learned from a Democratic 
source that President Clkvkland and 
Secretary Carlisle agree with their 
predecessors in office that bonds should 
be issued if it becomes uecessary to 
maintain the public credit. The Lkd- 
gxb hopes there is nothing wrong with 
the policy of Mr. Harrison aud Mr. 
Foster, but when it is indorsed by 
Democrats so distinguished as President 
Cltvtland and Secretary Carlisle, 
there is about it an air of suspicion. 



President Cleveland has aunonnced, 
in a way that appears official, that he 
will not appoint any of the editorial 
guild to Postmasterships. If this be 
his determination, the editors them- 
selves are to blame for their fate; for, 
says the President, all through Mr. 
Harrison's Administration Democratic 
papers charged that the appointment of 
newspaper men to office was an effort 
on the part of Mr. Harrison to sub- 
sidize the press. He doesn't Intend to 
lay himself liable to any such charge. 
But Mr. Cleveland should remember 
that, as a rule, the Republican press is 
much more generons to political oppo- 
nents than the Democratic press, aud 
that, putting it mildly, it is an insult 
to the average editor to insinuate that 
his opinions are purchasable with a 
petty Fostofflce.

The annual interest charge on March 
1st. 1889, was 934,578,459 80; on July 
1st, 1892, since which time there has 
been no redemption of bonds, it was 
922.893,893 20.

Nashville, Tenn., March 14.— One of 
the most sensational shootings In the 
history of Nashville occurred here Mon- 
day In the courthouse, Thomas Jones, 
a 'young man, shot J. J. Winters down 
as the latter was walking by the side of 
his wife along the hallway leading from 
the criminal court-room. As Winters 
fell his wife dropped upon her knees by 

Jones has killed my husband." Jones 
fired five shots at his victim. Three of 
them took effect, atd the result will 
probably be fataL James Bondurant, 
who was standing near where the shoot- 
ing occurred, was struck in the right 
groin by ono of the bullets which 
missed Winters, and was dangerously 
wounded. . 

J. J. Winters and his brother Andrew 
had just succeeded, through their at- 
torneys, in having the cases In which 
they are indicted in the criminal court 
for the assassination of Jones' father, 
postponed until the next term of court, 
and J. J. Winters, with his wife, was 
passing out of the court room, when 
young Jones followed and shot him 
down. 

The killing of Monday is the last act 
in a tragedy which was begun June 
15 last On that day the Winters 
brothers, Andrew and Joe, men of 
about forty-six and fifty-two years, re- 
spectively, made an assault on the 
younger Jones, and Andrew Winters 
completely riddled him with shot 
from a double-barreled shotgun. 
This assault grew out of the fact that 
the Winters brothers had tried to 
persuade young Jones to burn the 
barn of a man named Henderson, 
against whom they had a grudge, Jones 
refused to commit the crime, and in- 
stead told his father, who in turn in- 
formed Henderson. The Winters 
brothers, hearing that young Jones had 
betrayed them, swore vengeance, and 
several days later caught him away 
from home and attacked hi 

Both brothers were armed with 
double-barreled shotguns Andrew 
fired first, and Jones fell upon his back. 
Joe then ran up and pointed his gun at 
the prostrate man, and would have rid- 
dled him with shot but that his brother 
prevented him, saying: "Don't shoot a 
d — d dirty dog when he's down." 

For the assault upon his son the elder 
Jones had the Winters brothers indict- 
ed. Both the Jones and Winters fam- 
ilies live near the Hermitage, twelve 
miles from this city.
